The report of the Executive Committee 
for the past year was a record of much 
work done, and of progress” made through- 
out the country, although in several, dis.

difference. . There were fifty new branches 
affiliated during the year. The new County 
Committees were doing well through their 
secretaries, notwithstanding that in some 
counties the secretaries were not too brisk 
in answering letters 

THE PRESIDENT. 

Lord Ashbourne (MacGiolla Bride), Presi- 
dent, referred to the death of Dr. .MacEnri, 
of Galway, a past President of the League. 
He said that he knew how sincerely every 
member of the League regretted the pass- 
mg away of that zealous friend of the 
language. Dr. MacEnri had done valuable 
work in London for the cause, and when he 
returned to Ireland he continued that work, 
and. there were hundreds of people to-day, 
whose knowledge of Irish was due to the 
help given by Dr. MacEnri. His death wus 
a great loss to Ireland, and to the cause of 
the Gaelic language. He moved that a vote 
of condolence be passed to the bereaved 
widow, Mrs. MacEnri. 

_ ‘The vote was passed, all present stand- 
ing. 

Continuing, the President told a story 
about the French revolution, his object being, 
he said, to counteract. the tendency from 
which Gaelic Leaguers themselvés were not 
free—that was to say, the attempts to estab- 
lish rules and tests of orthodoxy with the 
view of keeping others under control. In 
France, at the time of the revolution, they 
had a great man named Gregoire, and a 
Jacobin Society engaged in propaganda 
throughout the country. He was a leader 
of the Jacobin Club, and when they set up 
a Constitution in 1791 a law was passed 
that the members of the Con- 
stituent Assembly could not. set up 
a legislative assembly. Consequently, 
men like Gregoire and Robespierre were 
excluded. Gregoire went to the country, 
where he had work to do, and when he came 
back to Paris the peoplé invaded the rpalace, 
and in a few minutes the Constitution was 
destroyed. 

A new revolutionary assembly was set 
up, and Gregoire iound that they. had become 
so narrow-minded, condémning ‘all sorts of 
opinions and points of view, that there was 
n> freedom of thought left. So Gregoire 
resigned, and told them that they ought to 
put up on the door every morning a notice 
as to the opinions that were to be permitted 
for-the day. That Jacobin club ended by 
destroying itself and the republic. 

' THE LESSON. 

Frem this a lesson might be learned in 
Ireland. There were, be said, members of 
the League here and there who would like 
to interfere with the general management, of 
the League. Some would establish the 
League firmly, and others would like to put 
something else in its place. It was not 
possible to control political opinions, but 
every individual could hold his own opinions 
and creed, and at the same time help forward 
the cause of the language. (Hear, hear.) 
Only two days ago, when he declared open 
the Father Mathew Feis, he told his hearers 
that- the Capuchin Fathers were giving a 
good example as to how other. organisations 
could do their work in an intelligent way. 

It ought to be understood that it was quite 
possible for members of every political party 
in the country to help the spread of the 
language; but at the same time the League 
should be maintained in an independent 
position. (Applause.) They wanted the 
League to be strong, vigorous and active in 
its work, so that Ireland might be truly 
Gaelic, free and independent. Applause.) 

RESOLUTION OF PROTEST. 

A resolution forwarded by the Executive 
Committee was unanimously passed pro- 
testing against a statement in The Star wm 
reference to the Gaelic League and its 
and as to the rules of games, 
music and dancing—that these matters should 
be left to the choice of the people them- 
selves. These matters were as necessary to 
the spirit of Gaelic nationhood as was the 
language itself. 

When the motion was agreed to the Chair- 
man asked those who were in favour of the 
Star’s views to put up their hands, but not 
one was raised. 

A resolution was passed requesting that 
the Government should give fair play to the 
Irish teachers in connection with any scheme 
concerning continuation schools. . 

Several delegates spoke in praise of the 
work which the Irish teachers were doing for 
the language. 

. NIGHT CLASSES. 

On the question of night classes for the 
teaching of Irish, on which so’ much de- 
pended for the maintenance of the spirit of 
nationality, a resolution was proposed direct- 
ing the Executive Committee to devise an 
effective scheme to encourage the spreading 
of these classes and to protect them. 

The Chairman said that if they wished to 
defeat those whose intentions were to break 
up these classes the members of the League 
must stand shoulder to shoulder. If they did 
that they would confound those who were 
trying to put an end to the teaching of Irish 
to those who had just left school. 

Mr. Thomas White (Galway) said that he 
thought the Minister for Education should be 
requested to place the itinerant teachers on a 
permanent footing. It was unfortunate that 
they were not upon an independent footing, 
because they thoroughly deserved permanency 
after working in the cause of the language 
for many years. 

The resolution "as passed. ae 

It was decided to approach the Minister 
for Education on the subject. 

REQUEST TO A MINISTER. 

The Chairman moved a resolution request- 
ing the Minister for Finance to issue an 
order to the Stationery Office and to other 
departments of Government not to advertise 
in any newspaper which made it a practice 
to call places like Dun Laoghaire, Cobh, 
O'Connell street, etc., by their former names 
of ‘‘Kingstown,”’ “Queenstown”’ and ‘‘Sack- 
ville street.” By doing this the Minister 
would have an opportunity of carrying into 
practice. certain things that he had said 
recently in the country. .

It was, Mr. Murphy said, an excellent 
form of competition as a preparation for 
concerted work. The piecé was a transcrip- 
tion of one of the greatest orchestral works 
oí all time, one of the most beautiful move- 
ments in all music. Our own poet, Tom 
Moore, wrote words to the air. A real piano 
duet, however, would have been a better 
selection for this competition. The danger 
of such a piece as had been chosen was that 
it tempted competitors to strive. after 
orchestral effect and led to forced tone. 
Some of the competitors took the movement 
to» fast. 

He then quoted a critic who said: “If it 
is taken too fast the grace and _ indolent 
beauty of the movement is spoiled.’’As it did 
not take an advanced technique to play the 
duet, a higher standard might have been ex- 
pected, Mr. Murphy added.

The adjudicator commended the finish of 
all the performers in the competition.

WAGES, YS 


STATEMENT .BY OFFICIAL 
OF COMPANY. 


EMPLOYEER’S VIEW, 


‘It is possible that there may be a strike, 
but, if it dees come, it will not cause a com- 
pleie cessation of our services. A very small 
percentage—about fifty—of our drivers are m 
the National. Union of Railwaymen, and, if 
they do go out, that will cause a temporary 
Curtailmest- of. some of our services; but méan 
will soon be found te fill the vacant places, 
so that the strike could not have much effect 
for more than a day or two.”’ 

This statement was niade by an official of 
the Irish Omnibus Company yesterday, wheu 
mterviewed by an /rish Times reporter im 
regard to the new scale of wages payable to 
‘bus drivers, and which came into operation 
last Friday. 

When asked if there were any further 
developments in the matter, the official of the 
company said; “‘So far as the men are con- 
verned, they have no grievavce whatever. 
They worked more willingly than ever during 
the Eastér rush, and, if they have any 
grievauce, they know that they have only to 
make it known and it will be fully 
inVestigated.” 

THE NEW SCALE. 
Dealingswith the new scale of wages, he 
said that the men were quite satisfied, and 
some of them were even surprised to get 
something for which they had not asked. 
“ Seventy-fire per cent, of our drivers,’ he 
added,“ are getting increases, irrespective of 
whether or not they.do more work than they 
had been doing previously. For a fifty-two 
hour week a driver receives 70s., and that is 
a higher rate than is paid by anv other com 
pany in England, Ireland, Scotland or Wales. 

“There is no question whatever of doing 
mén out of work,” he declared emphatically. 
“ Under the old scale drivers had to do extia 
trips, and did not get paid for them. These 
extra trips would only require the services of 
a man for a few hours, and the company 
could not possibly engage men to run them, 
and neither could thev keep a reserve of 
drivers for emergency runs. 

“During the summer months the men are 
called upon to work harder than during«the 
winter months, and under the old scale they 
got no overtime for deing it, but the new 
scheme gets away from that grievance. 

INCREASED EXPENDITURE. 

“I was surprised.” he concluded, “to hear 
that there was dissatisfaction among the 
drivers of the company over the new wages 
scale, but I soon found that the men were 
not complaining. and that the whole trouble 
was caused by the National Union of Rail- 
waymen in an effort to make the company 
recognise them. The new arrangement is not 
saving the company anything, but, on the 
other hand, means an increased expenditure 
of £2,500 annually.”’ 

In the course of conversation with an 
Trish Times reporter, a driver of the J.0.C. 
stated that when the new scheme was first 
explained to them there was a general mi X- 
up, and many of the men did not understand 
it. It had not been since cleared up, and 
they were all now waiting patiently until 
Friday, when they would for the first time 
receive their Wages in accordance with the 
new scale. Then they would see how the 
new Scale affected them. He expressed the 
opinion that the majority of the drivers were 
m favour of the new arrangement.

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Libraries in Ireland : 


St. George. 


St. George has not always enjoyed his 
resent popularity as patron saint of Eng- 
ry Because he belonged to the Arian 
wing of the Church he was condemned, 
and the legends concerning him rejected 
as forgeries by Pope Gelasius in the fifth 
century, and he does not se¢m to have 
found favour again until the English 
Crusaders heard of him and adopted him 
as a type of Christian warrior saint. They 
brought the cult home, and, in 1348, after 
the Battle of Calais, Edward ITT. elevated 
him to the proud office of patron of his 
realm. Archbishop Chicheley, in 1415, 
directed that April 23rd ‘should be 
observed in honour of St. George as a 
national festival second only to Christmas, 
but his alleged relics were made special 
objects of destructive fury at the Reforma- 
tion, and, when Shakespeare was born, 
the observance of St. George’s Day was 
actually forbidden by law. James I.. re- 
instated the patron of England with due 
pomp and ceremony, but the Civil War 
again clouded his fame and popularity, 
and it is only in quite recent times that 
his anniversary has come to be widely 
celebrated once more. 


Dublin’s Pageant. 


St. George’s Day used to be well kept 
in Dublin. Early documents lay down 
the duties of the Corporation in respect 
of pageantry in his honour. The mayor 
of the preceding year had to produce and 
mount condignly with full caparison the 

‘* Emperor ” “and “ Empress.’’ with two 
doctors in attendance, two knights, and 
two maidens to look after the train of the 
impress.. The mayor for the year had to 
produce St. George and a horse together 
with pole-axe, standard and sword. He 
did not, however, find his wages for the 
day. For shat purpose the city wardens 
were instructed to find three and four- 
pence. The barliffs supplied four mounted 
men to carry the weapons and standard. 
The elder masters of the guilds furnished 
the maiden whom $8t. George should 
rescue, together with the property dragon 
that she was to lead. The elder warden 
was responsible for four trumpets for the 
Saint, who himself provided trumpeters 
to sound them; the younger brought out 
the King and Queéen of Dele—alias 
Sylene—two knights to lead the Queen 
and two maidens in black for -her train. 
the black signalising her expectation of 
her danghter’s fate; and he had to see 
to the decking of/ St. Georges Chapel. It 
appears that the rescue was played out 
in the fullest manner of the old pageant 
plays, and that the post of the dauchter 
was coveted as tantamount to being 
Dublin’s Queen of Beauty.

Al Dublin Library Pioneer. 


When we read the glowing accounts of 
the doings of motor-van libraries in the 
English counties we are apt to overlook 
the fact that Dublin County was one cf 
t! + first, if not actually the very first, to 
oragnise a library service of this kind. 
Almost every town, village and hamlet in 
the County of Dublin has now at its dis- 
posal a free public library service equal to 
anything similar in even the largest cities 
of Great Britain or Ireland. 

The initiation and management of this 
excellent service in County Dublin is due 
to the energy and perseverance of Miss 
Roisin Walsh, the County Librarian, who 
has organised the distribution of books tn 
sich a manner that Dublin has become an 
object-lesson for other counties. Her 
advice and guidance are sought by people 
from all parts of the world where a scheme 
for rural libraries is under consideration. 
This year the Director of the Public 
Libraries service in Denmark will visit 
Ireland especially to see. and ‘perhaps 
copy.

Women Land Workers. 


It is not often that one observes women 
performing manual labour on the land. 
During the past few weeks, however, 
many farmers have been glad to utilise the 
services of women ‘to sow potatoes. They 
have also been employed in picking stones 
off fields intended for meadows this year.

| A “ Martyn” Biography. 


The late Edward Martyn is so widely 
known thtroagh the use made of him ny 
Geor; ge Moore in ‘‘ Hail and Farewell ” 
that “ dear Edward ” 
best-known of the Irishmen of the last 
generation everywhere outside his own 
country. Yet George Moore’s use of him, 
almost as a character in a popular novel, 
does not give anything like a complete 
portrait of the man. Edward Martyn’s 
interests were so wide, and his activities 
touched Irish life at so many points, t'.at 
any impressio.. from a single angle would 
be so distorted as to be little better ‘han 
a cariacature. 

Í am glad to hear from Mr. Denis 
Gwynn that he is at work on a biography 
of Edward Martyn which is in an 
advanced state. In this work Mr. Gwynn 
will deal with Martyn’s interests in 
politics, as well as his intense interest 
in music and the drama. One of 
the founders of the Irish .

I was reminded the other day, writes a 
correspondent, while reading one of the 
usual magisterial comments on the cinema 
as an instigator of youthful delinquency, 
that about thirty years ago it was 
customary to trace all adolescent crime to 
the influence of “penny dreadfuls.’’ 
These books are not to be found nowa- 
days; they have been supplanted by little 
papers containing serial stories of wild 
adventure, which pull the reader up with 
a jerk at the most exciting moment, and 
force him to wait for the next instalment. 
In my youth we could run the whole 
course of a full-blooded tale, such as 
“ Buffalo Bill ” or “ Deadwood Dick,”’ 
and then exchange i+ for another one quite 
as exciting. The best “penny dreadfuls’’ 
were the stories of Frank Reade, the in- 
ventor, who constructed airships and sub- 
marines, the achievements of which have 
not yet been equalled in reality. So far 
as I remember the only harm these books 
ever did to any of us was that sometimes 
we were rapped over the knuckles for in- 
corporating some of their choicest phrases 
in our English essays.

(Counsellor Hungarian Embassy), the 
Northern Minister of Finance (the Light 
Hon. H. M. Pollock), and Dr. FB.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE COUNCIL. 

At an interval in the Inncheon, the Lord

some ot them, happily, still unbroken. 
Up till that day thirty-six names adorned 
the Honorary Burgess Roll of Belfast—some 
of them the most illustrious in the land.

The first of those 
was the provision of pensions for teachers 
secondary schools While they welcomed 
reform, the Association was far from 
ivding even the maximum pension obtain- 
le as being at all commensurate with the 
lue of a teacher’s life work. Some of the 
restricting the granting of a pension 
were so stiff and so ungenerous that one 
vuld be tempted to think that teachers 
ver rendered any service, but were just a 
owd of “' rogues, vagabonds and sturdy 
beggars.” They regarded such increments 
salary and such pensions as mere instal- 
ments of what ought to be their rewards 
for State service, but being citizens as well 
s teachers they were content to await 
mprovement in national finances before 
essing for further general improvement in 
recompense they obtained for duties so 
fundamentally important to the community, 
STANDARDISATION COMMITTEES. 
The second change, he said, more directly 
concerned. the students. At the invitation 
of the Department of Education last June 
here were appointed for certain subjects 
standardisation committees, representative of 
all those having interests in the working of 
wondary schools. It was understood that 
ihe experiment was to be repeated this year 
and its scope somewhat altered. The duties 
of the committees were more critical than 
constructive, and consisted mainly in criticis- 
ing the examination papers which the students 
had just answered, and in making recom- 
mendations to the Department, any or all of 
which the Department might quietly ignore. 
The committees were so hopelessly handicapped 
that no immediate results of any great value 
need be expected from their work. The fact 
was that the problem was being attacked 
from the wrong end. They in that Associa- 
tion had’ repeatedly requested the Ministry to 
olve this and similar difficulties by setting 
up an educational council of a representative 
character, one of: the principal duties of 
which would be to fix the scope and standard 
all examination papers before they 
set.

Much had been accomplished during 
the past six years; much more could be 
achieved provided there was willingness to 
eradicate anything which practice had found 
to be unsuitable, to alter and improve what 
experience and common sense had shown to 
be imperfect. 
PRESIDENT THANKED. 
Proposing a vote of thanks to the out- 
going President, Mr. T. O'Donoghue, M.A., 
congratulated Mr. Kane on the restraint that 
ha had exercised in his paper. There were 
many topics on which he could have “ let 
himself go’’ with slashing invective. He 
thonght that the paper would prove to the 
public that, althoug they were secondary 
teachers, they still maintained some interest 
in secondary education, (Laughter.) Whilst 
education was their bread and. butter, and 
they had to make a fight to secure the best 
Salaries, increments and pensions possible, 
that did not exhaust their interest. As 
secondary teachers they were faced with the 
task of ‘turning out boys and girls ready to 
make a livelihood, and how could they ex- 


‘pect teachers to devote themselves to these 


tasks unless they were free fromanxiety? He 
congratulated Mr. Kane on the work that he 
had done for the Association. 

Mr. A. Rutledge, B.A., seconding the 
vote of thanks, spoke of improvements that 
he had seen during the fifty years he had 
been a teacher. He agreed with Mr. Kane 
that the Consultative Committees should 
advise on the papers before and not after 
the examinations. 

THE EDUCATION OF A CITIZEN. 

Mr. J. J. Murphy, A.R.C.8c.I., read a 
paper on “ The Education of a Citizen.’’ In 
his introductory remarks, the lecturer said 
that the extent to which the ethical nature 
of man-was ignored by statesmen and 
economists was very often the measure of 
their failures. It was the measure of many 
of their failures in this country since they 
were blessed with self-government. The 
vision of their statesmen was bounded by 
facts and figures, and they ignored the nature 
of an Irishman as a primary fact. The 
figure of greatest importance to any State 
was not the majority by which bills were 
carried, but the nuinber of its worthy 
citizens. 

When they spoke of education their 
horizon was strictly limited to a considera- 
tion of a fragment of life. Their imagination 
did not travel beyond the primary school for 
the vast majority, the secondary school for 
a much more limited number, and the 
university for the few ‘‘ privileged pets.’’ 
Education was, in fact, supposed to be a 
preliminary affair. When ‘real Jife ” began 
education was normally assumed to have 
come to an end, That assumption was par- 
ticularly applicable to Ireland, and was one 
of the greatest tragedies of their history. 

Speaking on the development of [Irish 
culture, Mr. Murphy said that the operation 
of self-edneation from the very earliest ages 
limited notions of citizenships. These limita- 
tions in the case of Ireland were further 
limited by the fact that the British people 
had not seriously endeavoured to define the 
purpose which should guide the education of 
the Irish nation. He used the words “‘ British 
people ” advisedly, because Trish history had 
been so bound up with theirs until very 
recent times. True, he said, the Dail ap- 
pointed a Commission on education, and the 
findings of that body were in operation at 
the moment. and supposed to deal with the 
question from the Irish point of view. His 
belief, however, was that there was no Irish 
point of view in existence at the time. and 
that the movement which originated the 
Commission was a political gésture—a 
measure of expediency hastily considered in 
the din of civil and military conflict. 

THE COUNTRY’S DANGER. 

Proceeding, he said—‘‘ England was stil] 
our mistress, and the freedom of thought 
and action which followed our divorce has 
not been reflected in onr view of education 
in the ensuing period, except in regar@ to 
our attitude towards the language and 


history of Ireland.’’ 


In the development, he went on. of a 
culture of language, literature, customs. and 
art, the danger of this country was already 
evident in that it was becoming too intro- 
spective and too retrospective. Spengler’s 
theory in his “ Decline of the West,” that 
each great civilisation arose as a revolt. 
flowered as a characteristic culture, hardened 
into civilisation, and finally perished of 
rigidity, was a sound, if sad, interpretation 
of history. Their contribution to civilisation, 
if it had not been already contributed, should 
be in the form of a characteristic culture oi 
the whole people. President Wilson failed i. 
cairy his convictions into practice at Ver- 
sailles because he had misread the mind of 
his own people, but even more becaus? thal 
pe’ had not thought out the practical 
application of its cherished idealism. 

THE SINGLE-TRACK MIND. 

“That our thinking in this respect,” said 
Mr. Murphy, “is directed by a fanatical 
group, is a danger which is not fully realised. 
Ii removes the problem from the field of 
education to that of propaganda. The 
propagandist possesses a single-track mina. 
He is dominated by a solitary group of ideas. 
He refuses to ‘tolerate full freedom in the 
quest for truth, and imposes on other peopie 
partisan views. His doctrine is subversive of 
the scientific spirit—-openness to new facts 
and wider hypotheses, insistence on testing 
conclusions, and readiness to test them—his 
effort is often dominated more by a love of 
power than by a desire to serve. The lack 
of any form of adult education in Ireland 
leaves us particularly susceptible to the 
attacks of the enthusiast. The time is oppor- 
tune for the development of some form of 
Irish outlook. Whether it should take the 
form of what is termed the Gaelic outlook, 
I cannot say, as I have neither visualised 
it myself, nor have I met anyone capable 
of givin a coherent account of ils 
objective. ”’ 

ie pleaded for the development of some 
outlook, Gaelic or otherwise. One thing wis 
certain—namely, the reatness of the 
responsibility of determining the educationai 
ways of a nation, It was to interfere with 
its soul. To what extent, therefore, were 
they justified in interfering with education : 
' Proceeditg, he dealt with the historical 
aspects of the question, and reviewed the 
progress made over ihe century, showing 
that, like a “ Hobo,’’ the figure of education 
had been, through the ages, collecting gar- 
ments* “from generous onors, and, the 
lecturer: added, like all his ilk, he is loth 
to discard any of his accumulated ward- 
robe, and he suffers from the ills in- 
separable from over-generous raiment. Afraid 
to jettison some of his cargo lest he should 
offend the donors. He was the scarecrow 
of compromise on which the humanists, the 
scientists and the faddists hung their con- 
victions,’ and were only content when they 
had rendered him as grotesque and un- 
balanced ag they could, ‘When, he asked, 
would they have the courage to realise that 
an inordinate proportion of - energy spent 
in education was waste i 
The possibility of exploiting education by 
the State would exist so far as it was 
allowed..to.or expected-te develop education, 
To employ education for any other purpose 
than its own good was to pervert uses 
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and where, he ns was it to be developed ? 
Not, he said, by rattling the bones of dead 
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They could not. hope to educate the nation 
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in souiet ms IM done 5 
tivatio yt ney o 
the savings - Nothing practizally 
was being done through the medium of school 
teams and the Boy Scout movement. * 
THE PLACE OF THE PARENT. 

Speaking on the place of the parent in 
education, he said that parents with such a 
useful training as he had outlined would 
surely be those who would not tolerate the 
hovels which were listed on the Ordinance 
Survey maps as schools. They would be 
those who, trained to self-reliance, would 
set shout establishing comfortable, well 
lighted, well appointed schools wherein their 
children might serve their long apprentice- 
ship under a minimum of difficulty. They 
would take some interest in the school 
besides regarding it as a compound where 
bothersome children could be impounded 
for the greater part of the day. They 
would be: sed of a public co-operative, 
progressive spirit, but they were still of the 
future, because the fundamental training ot 
which he spoke was almost non-existent in 
Ireland. 

Mr. Murphy then dealt with adult educa- 
tioh, and said the more definitely. crganised 
form of adult education did not grow out 
of any passion among men and women fer 
the acouirement of learning, or the increase 
of enlture, as such, but developed as part 
and parcel of their enthusiasm for a cause 
industrial or political, social or religious. 
The extent to which adult education had 
failed to progress in this country might be 
measured by the autocracy of their legisla- 
tors, who regarded themselves as the only 
apostles of progress, as the only thinkers and 
actors on the stage of Irish life, treating the 
ublic as the mere puppets of their schemes. 
Not, said Mr. Murphy, that -their schemes 
are unworthy in any way, but democratic 
iss had been defined as governmen! 
y the people, end accepting the spirit of 
that definition, the source of legislative 
reform should lie with the people. The main 
interest was agriculture, which soreiy needed 
reorganisation in respect of transport 
and marketing. Production needed re- 
organisation, so as to suit markets in 
regard to time, quality and quantity, but 
compulsory elevation of the standard of their 
goods had simply left them selling better 
goods to the same old buyers at the same old 
price. 

They needed skilled publicity agents, sales 
men, promoters and expert Ag, seve slo to 
hold their own in the intensive warfare of 
world competition. They need not look to 
the universities for them. An association of 
farmers would result in the disbanding of 
the armies of officials appointed to enforce 
the measures adopted for their benefit. It 
would establish channels of communication 
for information and advice free from the 
element of coercion which got every Irish. 
man’s back up. It would naturally devote 
some of its activities to development of a 
social or cultural nature. It was the out- 
Standing form of adult education suitable 
to, their needs, and with lack of opposition 
would give the agricultural bias its true 
importance. The marvellous success of its 
major efforts in the Dublin Cattle and Horse 
Shows was an indication of its poteatialities 
ou a smaller scale. 

Their other interests were all dependent 
mainly on agriculture, and should simply 
leaven the major movement. 

Concluding, he said that the people were 
to a great extent the tools of circumstances, 
but as tools they were the shapers of the 
destinies of their country and their people. 
Their potentialities were almost infinite, if 
they but gained some perspective of the 
true objective of education—education of the 
citizen. 

THE TEACHER'S TASK. 

Proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
Murphy for his paper, Mr. P. McCann, 
B.A., said that the task before teachers was 
to prepare the future citizens, and to inspire 
them as far as possible with the true ideas 
of citizenship. Formal education in the 
schoolroom could do very little of itself, 
perhaps, in that direction, if only because 
of the age of the boys with whom they had 
to deal. In his opinion, all that they could 
do was to help the boy to raise the scaffold- 
ing, perhaps dig the foundations, but the 
real structure must be built by the boy 
himself. All that they covld do was to 
open the doors, point to vistas, and show 
him the right path to pursue. 

Mr. W. M. Glynn, B.A., seconding, said 
that the gist of the matter was that the 
curriculum had been approached from the 
point of. view of subjects—the Irish and 
Other languages, mathematics, and so on— 
all very logical and suitable to the adult 
mind, but having little regard for the ordi- 
nary boy or girl. They needed to ap- 
proach the problem of education in this 
country from the point of view of the boy 
and girl. In the matter of the education 
of the citizen he thought that they should 
find a aa for a course in economics in 
their schools. 

The motion was passed with acclamation. 


THE EVENING SESSION. 


TEACHING THROUGH IRISH. 


At the evening session a paper was read 
in Irish by Mr. Liam OBrjain, MA... on 
the subject, ‘‘ Teaching through the medium 
of Irish.” 

In the course of his remarks, the lecturer 
said that it was probable that there was no 
matter that was causing such concern to 
educational people in Ireland to-day. It 
Was no harm, therefore, for them to con- 
sider the question from every side, and to 
ste if they could possibly give any recom- 
mendation or advice that would be for the 
good of the language that was so dear to 
the hearts of all present. It was clear 
that if Trish was to be the 
national language teaching through its 
medium was necessary., Therefore the person 
who was against such a proposal was also 
opposed to Irish being the national language. 
There were people who said that it was 
right te teach Irish. Others would not go 
quite so far, but would say that it would 
be nice to teach Irish just as French and 
German, but that it was not right or just 
to make if, obligatory or to teach subjects 
through Irish. “Though he was reluctant te 
bring in religious matters, he would say 
that such a “tune” was to be heard from 
masters of Pyotestant colleges, or, at least, 
very many of them. ‘They said that they 
had a great regard for Irish, and always had, 
even at a time when it was not held in 
high esteem by Catholics, and that they 
knew that it was the language of the old 
Church of ireland. They also, however, had 
a great regard for English, and they did not 
want it banished, because it was the language 
of the Empire. 

THE FIGHT. 

They were not, he continued, fighting for 
Irish as a medium of education, or as another 
inodern language course taken with Fresch 
and German, or for the honour of their 
ancestors or old times only, but because they 
wanted the language as a nation. There 
were no two arguments with regard to that. 
It was merely a question of time as to 
whether they should teach through Irish or 
not. In the national schools in Dabhn it, 
was proyed that it was possible to teach 
every subject, and to teach it well, through 
Irish. It was mot possible. to do likewise 
everywhere yet, but in this the children were 
not at faalt.

CONGRESS IN BELFAST. 
— 
EDUCATION'S MOST 
PRESSING NEED, 

a ooeenen 


From OUR SPECIAL Represenrarive. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 

“ Undoubtedly, the question of school 

buildings is the most pressing need in the 
Irish educational world to-day, The Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation will not rest 
satisfied until every unsuitable school build- 
ing has been replaced, and every school 
teacher in the country, whatever his station, 
whether he lives in the North, South, East 
or West, is provided with the educational 
facilities te which he is entitled by rightful 
heritage.” 
So Toitioad Mr. Eugene Caraher, President 
of the Irish National Teachers’ Organisation, 
at the sixty-second annual All-Ireland Con- 
gress of that body, which opened yesterday 
in the Wellington Hall, Belfast. 

‘lheir organisation, he said, had been for 
vears Ay gu for better schools, but with 
little avail. Some attempt had been made 
of recent years to remedy that evil, but in 
the Free State as yet only the most glarin 
vases had been dealt with. The grea 
majority of school buildings were quite un- 
suitable and ill-adapted for modern educa- 
tional requirements. 

In Northern Ireland a number of large and 
well-equipped schools had recently been 
héis in Belfast and the larger towns. 
They welcomed that step as a sign of pro- 
gress and as a promise of greater things to 
come, but as yet only the fringe of the 
problem had been touched. 


THE CURRICULUM, 

Next in importance among the stumbling 
blocks to educational progress in Ireland he 
placed the matter of school curriculum. The 
tendency appeared to be to judge the 
efficiency of the teaching by the number of 
subjects attempted. As educators they knew 
the fallacy of that policy. They knew that 
a better sacatioliel drbend werk could be 
laid by the thorough teaching of a few sub- 
jects than by the superficial treatment of the 
many. 

To-day it was found that the school pro- 
gramme in the Irish Free State was quite 
unworkable, and that drastic amendments 
were imperative. Too much was expected of 
the schools and too many subjects were 
attempted. It was refreshing to note that 
in the Northern Parliament their claims for 
curtailment of the programme were endorsed 
by Sir Robert Lynn and Professor John- 
stone, of the Queen’s University. With 
these barriers to progress removed, other 
educational problems would solve themselves. 


UNSCIENTIFIC FARMING. 

The industrial depression, so prevalent 
everywhere, now sat heavy on their oad, and 
their only salvation lay in the development 
of agriculture. Whatever differences there 
might be with regard to their chances of 
success in manufactured goods, there could 
be none in the case of agriculture. The finest 
markets in the world were at their doors, 
yet they were beaten in the race by countries 
ess favourably situated, because their 
farming was carried out  unscientifically. 
They bad no agricultural training, and no 
adequate provision in their educational system 
for the development of agricultural teaching. 
He suggested to the educational authorities 
a thorough post-primary scheme of education 
lasting some years — certainly over the 
adolescent period, 

“let us,” he added, ‘adopt the slogan, 
‘ Back to the land,’ and endeavour to improve 
the industry, so that it will afford a decent 
livelihood to their boys and girls, and save 
them from the emigrant ship. Agriculture 
and the countryside needs well-educated men 
and women, as well as other industries.’’ 


FULLER FACILITIES. 

Continuing, the President said: The educa- 
tion provided in our elementary schools (éven 
with all their drawbacks), compares favour- 
ably with that given in most European 
countries, but it is “‘imperfect’’ in that it 
lacks finish. I+ stops too soon. Boys and 
girls turned out of school at fourteen cannot 
be called educated; their education has only 
really begun. Far too few get any secondary 
education at all, and the university is avail- 
able only to be wealthy classes. Democracy 
demands more equality of opportunity. The 
provision of a few scholarships here and there 
goes but a short way to meet the situation. 
To-day the primary school is but a blind- 
alley. 

There must be a proper linking-up and 
co-ordination of our educational systems and 
fuller educational facilities for every Irish 
child, irrespective of his station in life. 

DELEGATES WELCOMED. 


Extending a cordial welcome to the dele- 
gates on bebalt of the Lord Mayor, the 


High Sheriff (Councillor J. McKinney, J.P.) ' 


said that he was glad that during its long 
life of 62 years the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation had preserved its unity of pur- 
pose ahd devoted its energies to the progress 
of elementary education. While not de- 
preciating what was being done in secondary 
and technical schools all over Ireland, yet 
he felt that the foundation of all education 
must be laid in the elomentary schools. Many 
thousands of pounds had been spent in re- 
building schools in their Northern cities and 
in their rural areas, and the public had 
willingly responded to demands made upon 
them. The public were realising more and 
more the value to the young people and the 
country of sound education. In Belfast 
alone, schools have been erected that were 
the last word in school design, and the last 
word in furnishings and equipment. They 
had also taken care to provide proper train- 
ing for their future teachers. At Stranmillis 
a new college had been built; at St. Mary's, 
on the Falls road, a college had been in 
operation for some years, as well as one in 
Londonderry, 

They wert watching what was being done 
in the Free State, from which most of the 
delegates came, and wert intensely interested 
in their ideals and the method of realising 
those ideals. While methods might differ, 
that Organisation stood for the principle 
that in education there was a wide platform 
that. offered unique opportunities for con- 
sultation, for research, and elaboration. He 
congratulated them on their unity, theit past 
successes, and for their desire to promot’ the 
education of the young people of Ireland. 

Dr. Livingstone, Vice-Chancellor, Queen's 
University, having referred to the success 
of the teacher’s course at the University, 
said that. education was the most difficult 
work in the world. It had to fight ignorance 
and indifference outside, and the grvat thing 
for educgtion, which, after all, was the 
hope of the world, was that such a large 
body of men and women should be ready to 
meet, and seriously, dispassionately, and un- 
selfishly discuss how to make that hope a 
reality. (Applause.) 

BISHOP'S ADDRESS. 

The Most. Rev, Dr.’ Mageean, Bishop of 
Down, and Connor, welcome the delegates in 
Irish. 

Speaking in English, the Bishop paid a 
tribute to the work of teachers all over Ire- 
land in the sacred causes of learning and 
religion, Since he came to Belfast as a 
Bishop he became aware of what was being 
done by Catholic teachers, and he had often 


| told his people that. they would never realise 


on this side of the grave how much they 
owed to the primary teachers. [Appioss®.) 
‘“‘T am very grateful indeed,' the Bishop 
went on, ‘to know that so many men and 
women have met together on a common 
platform. (Applause.) The Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation: has already broken 
down the border line between. the Pree State 
and the Six Counties, and it has- brought 
together different sections of the citizens here 
to-day—educationalists, polititians, business 
men,.and professional men—and. interested 
then? in the saciéd cause of education, and to 
extend to each other the right hand of friend- 
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the amount of news which had ap 

newspapers during the past three weeks I should 
say the people of the six counties have taken 
a little interest in the whole question. 
(Applause.) Speaking for those whom I 
know best, I should say there is no priest 
in the hair who does not realise that aíter 
the’ Church the school has-the first claim on 
his attention.” ) 

The Bishop said that the next point of 
agreement was that education, to be complete 
and satisfactory, must take into account 
religion. 

“The reason why I say that,” he went on, 
“is that neither Presbyterian, neither 
Protestant nor Methodist, was content with 
the Sécularising Act of 1923, and if that is 
the opinion of our non-Catholic neighbours, 
then Í can assure them that we, as Catholics, 
are most emphatically at one with them. 
It was necessary to emphasise these points of 
agreement at the present time.” (Applause.) 


RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

The teachers had a record of achievement 
of which they might feel proud. For twelve 
years he was closely associated with educa- 
tion in Belfast, and for ten years in the 
Free State, and considered it his duty to say 
that Irish teachers had lived. up to their best 
traditions. The ultimate end of education 
was the development of the ye gee person- 
ality of the boy, the kernel of which was 
character. The standard of education should 
not fall below the Christian ideal, and 
religious principles should dominate the whole 
of the secular instructson. The religions and 
secular aspects of education were so closely 
allied that they could not be divorced with- 
out injury to beth. While that was true 
of education in itself it was not necessarily 
| true of administration. That might be handed 
over to a committee under the educational 
authority, but questions like religion should 
be reserved to the Church authority. 

Education, to be completely satisfactory, 
must not be Godless education. It was the 
duty of the-State to render financial assist- 
ance for the education of children whose 
parents could not afford to pay for it. 
(Applause. ) ey 

The Chairman, in introducing Viscount 
Charlemont, Minister of Education for 
Northern Ireland, expressed the hope that 
through the instrumentality of that organisa- 
tion the divided sections of the country would 
be reunited. 


VISCOUNT CHARLEMONT. 

Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 

tion, who was cordially greeted, said that 
education knew no bounds. He greeted them 
all the more readily as the relations between 
the Ministry and its officials on the one hand 
and the teaching profession on the other had 
never been more cordial than they were at 
resent. 
. With regard to the Education Bill before 
the Northern Parliament, he would only say 
that the views of the teaching profession 
were ulways an important factor in such pro- 
posals, and would receive careful considera- 
tion from the Government. He did not 
promise any pronouncement of the Ministry's 
policy, but claimed that a prominent feature 
of modern education had been the levelling- 
up process. No child was now considered 
hopeless from the educational standpoint. 
Even those who were deficient in intelligence 
should not be neglected, as it was possible to 
arrange for them specialised courses of in- 
struction to help them in the battle of life. 
They hoped to develop their arrangements for 
that less fortunate class of pupil in Northern 
Ireland. The immediately obvious was not 
necessarily the best in the educational sphere. 
Education was a scientific process, and the 
subjects which went to make up a curriculum 
were not confined to those which were directly 
utilitarian. These latter should come first, 
but they should be supplemented by the 
others, as the pupil who learned reading, 
writing and arithmetic and nothing else would 
never got very far even in these three 
branches. 

Such conferences as that showed that 
teachers were not merly isolated units, but 
links in one chain which was holding to- 
gether and training the young intellect of the 
country. 


THE MODERATOR. 

The Right Rev. Dr. Morrow, Moderator of 
the General Assembly, as one who had been 
associated with all three branches oí educa- 
tion, cohgratulated the teachers on living in 
this age. Since the war their salaries, pre- 
viously too low, had been increased; there 
was a greater thirst for education abroad; 
schools had multiplied, and in the training 
of teachers there had been affiliation of the 
training college with the university. The 
effect of that affiliation had been to raise a 
detached profession to a stand beside the 
Church, law and medicine. An educated man 
was one who formed a right estimate of what 
he could do with the gifts that God had 
given him. No man could do that without 
the Christian religion. (Applause.) 

It was great gratification to all in- 
terested in education to know that at last 
the Govertments of the North and the South 
really were giving serious attention to the 
romotion of education. They might differ 
rom the Free State Government in several 
respects. He was too old to learn another 
language, and was sorry that he was not 
taught it when a boy. e might also criti- 
cise some things in the Northern Education 
Act, but the Government there was licking it 
into shape, and should get their help and 
sympathy, because they were trying to do a 
man's job. (Applause.) 


VISCOUNT BANGOR. 

Viscount Bangor said that the finest feature 
of that organisation was that it embraced the 
whole of Ireland. He welcomed them all the 
more cordially because he was born in the 
South, and now had experience of educational 
problems in County Down. These, he said, 
were mainly administrative. It was of the 
greatest importance that school children 
should be physically fit, and the schemes 
for the medical inspection of children 
adopted in parts of Northern Ireland had 
proved very successful. 

Mr. J. Beattie, M.P., conveyed to the 
delegates a hearty welcome to Belfast from 
the Northern Labour Party. He regretted 
that any division had been brought about in 
the organisation, and he hoped that the near 
futnre would see some solution of the split 
between the Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation and the Ulster Teachers’ Union. 
Very little progress could be made when dis- 
agreement existed in the organisation. 

Miss Muir, Scotland, conveyed fraternal 
greetings, and said that it was well that, not- 
withstanding all the troubles Ireland had 
assed through, the Irish National Teachers’ 

rganisation had remained one. hat was 
only right, because education should be above 
politics and above the clash of battles, 

The Chairman read a telegram of greeting 

from the Gaelic League Congress in Dublin, 
arid said that it had come in Gaelic through 
the Belfast Post Office. (Applause.) 
_ Mr. W. P. Ward, Vice-President, propos- 
ing a vote of thanks to the visitors, said 
théy hoped sincerely that the efforts that 
were being made to adjust the Education 
Bill differences in Northern Ireland would be 
successful, and that every section of the 
community would get what was best for 
itself, and that the feeling between all 
would be more cordia] than ever before. 

Mr. R. Neilly (Pairmeasl seconded, and 
the vote was passed with acclamation.

The annual conference of the Northern 
Ireland Labour Party was continued to-day 
in the Independent Labour Party’s Hall, Bel- 
fast, Mr. Matthew Courtney presiding. 

Mr. McConnell ‘proposed a resolution, which 
was on the agenda in the namé of the Court 
Ward Divisional Labour Party, tu change the 
name of the. organisation from the ‘* Labour 
Party, Northern Ireland,’’ to the “' Socialist 
Party, Northern Ireland.” He said that most 
of the delegates were Socialists, and the name 
should be changed. 

Mr. O'Connor (No. 1 National Union) 
seconded the motion, which, on a vote, was 
defeated by a large majority. 

The Conference rejected a resolution stand- 
ing in the name of Court Ward Labour Party, 
—— as one of the objects of the party 
the seeking of representation in Parliament 
and local bodies for the purpose of aiding in 
the organisation of a working class struggle 
against capitalism and the establishment of 
an Irish Workers’ Republic. 

The resolution was moved by Mr. D. 
McConnell, and, in seconding, Mr. O'Connor 
(Workers’ Union) said that a Socialist 
Commonwealth and an Irish Workers’ Re- 
public were synonymous, because each pro- 
vided for control by the workers. 

Mr. Kater (Woodworkers) said that there 
was something definite about the resolution. 
but that could not be said about the Labour 
Party, who had been simply “ fiddling with 
the job.” i : 

Mr. Hewett, Belfast, said that the proposal 
was an attempt to drive a wedge into the 
Labour movement. To call a man in the 
North of Ireland a Labour man was bad 
enough, but to call him a Socialist was 
scurrilous. By advocating a Workers’ Re 
= they would be confused witn the Sinn 

ein organisation. 

TO OPPOSE RECRUITING. 

Mr. McConnell (Court Ward) moved a 
resolution to the effect that “all representa- 
tives of the party in Parliament and local 
hodies shall use their position to rally the 
workers in the struggle against Imperialist 


wars, and age pledged to oppose all war | 


credits and the recruiting of workers fo: 
service in the Imperialist Army, Navy and 
Air Force. The Parliamentary representa. 
tives must use their position to expose the 
War preparations of the capitalist class, and 
especially all war attempts against the Union 
of Socialist Soviet Republics. He declared 
that they should absolutely refuse to take 
part in war, and should encourage other 
people to take no part in it. 

Mr. Hewett said that ihe wording of the 
resolution read like a leading article in the 
Daily Worker, and on this account they must 
oppose it bitterly. (Laughter.) 

On a vote the resolution was carried by 
eighteen votes to ten. 


TRADE UNION UNITY. 


Mr. McConnell (Court Ward) submitted a | 


tesolution to the effect that the Party shall 
at all times exert its energies to aid the 
workers in their struggle against wage reduc 
tion and lengthening of hours of employment, 
and shall mobilise the workers for their fight 
égainst capifalism, and to secure a higher 
standard of living for the working-class. To 
this end the Party shall encourage and fight 
lor trade union unity, both national and 
ir.ternational, and for the withdrawal of the 
machinery of the British unions from Ireland, 
and the transference of members of such 
unions to national unions. 

Mr. Morrow (N.U.R.) declared that 
Ireland did not constitute an economic unit 
from the trade union point of view: Many 
of the British unions would be glad to be 
rid of their Irish members, who were merely 
a drain upon their resources. 

Mr. 8. Kyle (Transport Union) said that

Mr. Hewitt (City prench) declared 
that he saw itt . the resolution the 
cloven hoof of Catlilicisni.” “(Laughter.)

Mr. George Donaldson (Plumbers) said 
that owing to the prolonged period of un- 
employment the unions had to go to the 
British Trade Union Fund for support, and 
he deprecated any division between the 
British and Irish trade unionists. 

THE BLIND IN THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. Gillespie (Trades Countil), a blind 
delegate, opposed the motion. He said that 
the National League of the Blind had three 
branches in the South of Ireland prior to the 
setting up of the two Governments. Owing 
to the Nationalist conception their union 
lost three branches, and the result was that 
in the Free State the blind were in an 
infinitely worse position than thos® in Bel 
fast, 


The resolution was defeated. 


DAIL DEPUTY SPEAKER’S 
MESSAGE, 

Mr. D. Morrissey, Deputy Speaker, Dail 
Eireann, conveyed greetings from their coin- 
trades in the Irish Free State, and said that, 
so far as he was concerned, he felt as much 
at home in Belfast, and just as much at one 
with them, as he did in Dublin and Cork. 
It seemed to him that many members of 
the conference were more concerned with 
forms of words than with principles. So 
long as the principles wére right, forms o2f 
words did not matter. 

He denied that in recent actions they had 
divided the Labour Party North and 
South; but, referring to the speech of 
Mr. McMullan on the previous day, 
he said that apparently what = Mr. 
McMullan objected te was the Free State 
Labour Party doing what Mr. McMullan 
had been a party to seven years ago, in the 
setting up of the Northern Ireland Labou 
Party. which wae a distinct unit. They had 
got to face facts, and whether they liked 


it or not—and they did not like it—they | 
had unfortunately two Governments in the | 


country, and they had simply got to adjust 
their movement to put an end to the partition 
of their country as soon as possible. It 
had been found necessary by workers in 
practically every country to have the political 
side of the movement somewhat. divorced 
from the industrial side, but the industrial 
side. must always be the foundation. 

Even after a very short time—only a 
month—the Labour Party in the Free State 
was making great headway, and they were 
building up an _ organisation which, he 
helieved, would place them in the position 
after the next gereral election of being, if 
not the largest, certainly the second largest 
party in the Free State, and they were doing 
that without sacrificing the slightest principle 
of the Labour Party and trade union move- 
ment. He believed, and the present position 
hore it out. that they would have a Labour 
Government in the Free State at least as sobn 
as they would have it in Northern Ireland. 

H the Labonr Party was the second largest 
party in the Free State it was hound to have 
its influence on Labour in Northern Ireland. 
He did not agree that there was any 
difference, except in name, between the ruling 
classes in the South and North, for the 
Cumarn na nGaedheal Party and the Fianna 
Fail Party in the South attacked and mis- 
represented the Tahour Party with as much 
venom as the Unitnists and so-called Nation- 
alists in the North. They could not com- 
pletely divorce the Labour movement North 
and Sovth—they were all Irishmen and they 
were all workers, and their problems were 
the same in Belfast, Dublin and Cork. 


“LABOUR GOVERNMENT AND

ment for international peace and the im- 
portant measures placed on the Statute Book. 

Referring to Mr. Snowden’s Budget, he 
said that there were many disappointed with 
it; but they had got to remember that the 
most important thing that a Labour Govern- 
ment or Labour Chaneellor had to do, in 
order to maintain the Labour Government in 
power for three or four years, was to see 
that people were not given an opportunity ot 
thinking that the financial affairs of the 
country were in any way shaken. 

It was possible that Northern Ireland would 
suffer more under the Budget than any other 
part, '“but,” he added, “‘ the Labour Party 
ave not. happy in the thought of the Tory 
transactions with Northern Ireland in recent 
years. Money has been poured into the 
Northern Ireland Exchequer, and we are nof 
satisfied that the best use has been made of 
it. Northern Ireland has been the pampered 
darling of the Empire. Under Labour rule 
Northern Ireland will 
cet justice and equity from the Labour Go- 
vernment, but it will get no more, and tt 
will not be pampered.”’ 

On the previons evening, he continued, he 
had visited Portadown, where Orange 
drumming parties were in progress. For two 
months he had been listening to evidence on 
the Mental Bill. He had heard doctors de- 
fining borderline cases, but he had seen more 
borderline cases in Poriadown the previous 
night than he had ever believed he would

UNEMPLOYED WORKERS CREATE 
A DISTURBANCE, 

When the Conference reassembled in’ the 
afternoon there was a lively “ scene,’’ follow- 
ing the admission of a deputation from the 
Belfast section of the Irish National Unem- 
ployed Movement, who attended to urge the 
adoption by the Conference of their view that 
the unemployment insurance benefits should 
be substantiaily increased. Their claim was 
for 30s. a week to ail unemployed of 18 years 
and over, and 10s. a week for a wife or 
other adult dependent, and 5s. a week for 
each dependent child, and 15s. a week for 
young persons of 16 to 18 years. 

Mr. R. Morrow (deputy chairman), who 
presided, announced that only one member of 
the deputation would be heard, and that he 
would be limited to five minutes. 

One of the delegates at the conferene> 
objected, saying that it was most unfair that, 
the unemployed, who figured so largely in the 
Labour outlook, should not be given sufficient 
time to state their grievances. 

The objection was over-ruled, and Mr. 
William Boyd, a member of the deputation, 
ascended the platform, and at once began ' 
denounce the delegates as ‘‘ scabs, bureau- 
crats ” for not having tackled the unemploy- 
ment problem in the way his movement 
would like to have it tackled. 

The Chairman asked the speaker to desist 
from this attack, and several delegates pro- 
tested against Mr. Boyd being allowed to 
continue. 

Considerable excitement prevailed for some 
time, and at one period a delegate was about 
to use a chair as a weapon of offence, when 
he was restrained by his ‘* comrades.” 

Mr. Boyd ended his speech by an allusion 
to “the damnable Northern Ireland Labour 
Party,” and the unemployed men left the 
hall shouting, “ traitors!’’ and ‘* scabs: ” 
One of their number, P. Wilson, a tormer 
Labour member of the Belfast Board <f 
Guardians, shouted: “ You should be sitting 
there with black shirts on.

OFF BY FIRE.

TOWN PLUNGED IN DARKNESS 
An explosion which blew out the front of a 
furnishing store at Ipswich last night set the 


premises on fire, and for a time cut off teie-, 


phones and the electric light supply in the 
town. The building, which stands at the 
junction of Princess street and Queen street, 
was badly damaged. 

The explosion, which is believed to have 
been due to the bursting of an electric main, 
occurred about 7 p.m., and part of the town 
was plunged in darkness, while smoke was 
seen coming from a manhole in Pripcess 
street. Another loud explosion followed, and 
the glass front of the furniture store of 
Messrs. Victor and Edwards was blown out. 
Furniture in the building caught fire, and 
the whole structure was quickly involved. 

When efforts were made to summon the fire 
brigade by telephone it was found that the 
explosion had affected the local exchange a 
few doors away, and no calls were possible. 
The brigade was brought out by a tax! 
sent from the police station. 

While the fire was raging documents and 
safes were removed from adjoining offices. 
The main street was in darkness for a time, 
and the police directed traffic by means of 
electric torches. 

Over six hundred telephone subscribers 
were stated to be affected by the temporary 
damage to the system, and calls from London 
were unanswered for an hour.

Ali those millions, as 
the whole course of recent. legislation 
shows, will be claimed by the insatiable 
maw of the social “services, which now 
demand some £360,000,000 a year, The 
bill for the extension of the school age, 
and the consequent employment of 
thousands of new teachers, alone. may 
absorb a large part of the naval 
savings. In the meanwhile, Mr. Mac- 
donald’s Government. is undermining the 
very foundations of British industry by 
the merciless taxation’ of wealth. The 
United States, who, before the London 
parleys, had been committed to a 
£200,000,000 programme of naval expendi- 
ture, have no social services on the British 
scale. They put their wealth into 
industry, not into doles; and, as President 
Coolidge proclaimed more than a year ago, 
their definite policy is to apply the savings 
from naval economy to the campaign for 
trade. Thus, at .the moment when 
Britain accepts a perilous reduction of 
her naval strength, she is faced with a 
fierce increase of American competition in 
the markets of the world. 


A Lesson from Labour. 


There have been some interesting dis- 
cussions at the annual meeting of the 
Labour Party of Northern Ireland, which 
has been in session in Belfast. Labour in 
the Six Counties is beginning slowly to find 
its politica] feet. In the past it has been 
quite willing to subordinate its own 
interests to the more urgent needs of the 
Unionist Party, and, as the bulk of its 
membership is strongly Protestant, the 
political. leaders have found little difficulty 
in rallying Labour round the standard of 
“ No Popery.” Whenever organised Labour 
has shown signs of revolt against econonric 
conditions in Belfast, a few beats on the 
Orange drums have been sufficient to 
silence the voice of discontent, Conse- 
quently Labour has developed very 
gradually in Northern Ireland. Since 
the partition of Ireland Labour in the 
North has formed a separate organisation ; 
‘yet it keeps in fairly close touch with the 
Labour movement in the Free State. Mr. 
Dan Morrissey, Deputy-Speaker of Dáil 
Éireann, attended this week's Congress in 
Belfast, and every effort is being made on 
both sides of the border to maintain 
intimate contact between North and South. 
Naturally, each section has its peculiar 
problems. Unemployment in Belfast 
18 more widespread, and at the same 
time more highly concentrated, than 
it is in Dublin. The whole industrial] area 
of the North has ‘been hit severely by the 
depression in trade. Indeed, despite the 
generous system of doles which operates in 
the Six Counties, there is more real 
distress in one street in Belfast than 
there is in a dozen streets in Dublin. 
Organised Labour in the North is be- 
ginning to realise that its interests are 
economic. rather than political, “and old 
slogans are wearing thin on the banks of 
the Lagan. We welcome the proposal 
for a Joint Council to link the 
Labour Parties of North and South. 
Each executive would have three repre- 
sentatives on thia Council, which would 
meet at least twice every year and as 
often as occasion might demand, The “dea 
is that meetings should be held alternately 
in Belfast and Dublin. This proposal sets 
an excellent example to the two Irish 
Governments. The plan for a Council of 
Treland died with the Government of 


I Ereland Act of 1920, but in 1925 tlie Free 


State and Northern Governments under- 
‘took “soleninly to meet cach other from 


jtime to time, This undertaking, like so 


many other ‘political pledges, has been 
agnored by both parties, and now. Labour 
is putting the Governments to shame. 
A bond of kindred parties will be better 
than no bond at all. The Joint Council 
will be able to do much useful work, and 
we hope that the day is not far 
distant when the politicians will establish 
a like council to deal with common 
problems

The Gagools of Swaziland: have been 
estopped from their age-old and nefarious 
practices by the Transvaal authorities. 
According to the Special Correspondent of 
Times, a new Ordinance has been 
promulgated which declares that a 
** witch-doctor, his agent or messenger 
practising} divination is liable to one 
year’s imprisonment.’ Moreover, anyone 
who is found to be decorated with the 
horrid insignia of the ‘‘ smeller-out ” will 
be deemed to be guilty of an offence and 
may be incarcerated for six months, 
Witchcraft is not the prerogative of any 
race, .but the Bantu peoples are 
especially prone to its lure, Before 
Europeans began to penetrate into the 
hinterland of South and Central Africa 
the witch-doctors were supreme. They 
controlled the bodies and minds, which, 
in primitive peoples, seem to be welded in 
an almost magic fusion, of the various 
tribes, and availed themselves of a 
childish faith to fill their own pockets. 
To some extent in those early days they 
justified their existence by a public 
service, but at a hideous cost. An odious 
cruelty became their daily sport, and in 
certain instances strange arcana produced 
stranger results that science hitherto has 
been unable to explain. Their stock-in- 
trade often was human flesh, which they 
obtained by murder, and every tendency 
to mental development by the people was 
stifled by incantation and the assegai. 
To-day they are thrust back upon their 
spiritual—or, rather, demoniae—resources, 
which, ‘however, are not trifling. In the 
remoter areas—as all students of Sir 
James Frazer know—they can kill by a 
word, since the wretched victim of their 
satanic creed surrenders himself helplessly 
to their suggestion.

“The successful negotiation of 
tho three-Power agreement owed much to 
the statesmanship and sense of ‘reality of the 
Japanese Government, and it was, fittingly 
enough, the leader of the Japanese Delega- 
tion who most emphatically proclaimed the 
success of the Conference. | 
BATTLESHIP FLEETS. 

While the negotiation of the complete 
three-Power agreement will remain the out- 
standing success of the Conference, it would 
be-a mistake to underrate the impcrtance of 
the agreements to which all the five Powers 
were able to subscribe. Foremost among 
these is the reduction in the size of the 
battleship fleets by the undertaking not to 
construct between now and the next Con- 
ference, at any rate, any more of the huge 
ships permitted by the Washington Treaty. 
This holiday from ' battleship construction, 
taken together with the reductions in other 
classes contained in the three-Power agree- 
ment, represents a saving for the British 
Treasury alone of many miilions of pounds, 
an economy of which, it is to be hoped, the 
taxpayer will be allowed to reap the benefit. 
Other agreements, though largely technical 
in character, will be of real use to future 
Conferences in facilitating their labours, and 
the compromise on the method of limiting 
feets by ‘global tonnage’ and by 
“* categories,’’ which is not included in the

Many tales are being told to-day both-of 
tho heroism and of the costly.delay. within 
the walls of the Ohio Penitentiary, where 
317 convicts, locked’ in their cells, were: 
either burned to death or suffocated last 


| night in the most. shocking, catastrophe 


that has marred the prison administration 
of the United States. 

An official State Commission, headed by 
the Governor of the State, arrived here to- 
day to discover the cause of the fite, and 
why the prisoners who had been locked -in 
were not liberated in time to escape. The 
affair has caused such general indignation 
that the authorities at Washington have 
been forced to take the matter up, and a 
Federal Commission of Inquiry has been 
sent. 

Meanwhile,. more than fifty undertakers 
are busy within the prison grounds pre- 
paring the victims for. burial. The 
identity of 276 of the convicts has been 
established, but others who were trapped 
in their fire-bound cells were so badly 
burned “that, identification is, almost 1im- 
possible. 


Z 
CONVICT HEROISM. 

The heroism of both warders and con- 
victs was beyond praise. Heedless of their 
own safety they dashed into the hot smoke- 
filled blocks to free the trapped men. Big 
Jim Norton, for instance, the notorious 
bank robber, risked death many times, 
dashing in and. out. of the flaming 
building, carrying one fellow prisoner 
after another, before he himself fell 
a victim to the smoke and heat. 
The Governor’s daughter, Amanda, a 
nineteen-year-old girl, handled the situa- 
tion from her father’s office, remaining 


of the greatest value to the Preparatory Com- 


perfectly calm and collected throughout. 
She quietly ordered the warder- to their 
posts, issued machine-guns and ammuni- 
tion, telephoned for doctors, nurses and 
ambulances, and even called out the 
military on her own initiative. 

The only dark spot in the terrible affair 
was the conduct of a numbér of convicts, 
who have been universally condemned by 
their mates, in throwing stones at the 
firemen: and trying to cut the fir hose. 

The prison to-day is still an. armed 
camp, niilitia and regular troops being 
on guard within the walls, but all is quiet 
in the penitentiary itself, 

Among the dead are more than twenty 
murderers who were serving a life term of 
imprisonment. Virtually all th: 317 
victims were serving long termc, most of 
them being convicted robbers and burglars.

| time for a bank robbery. Richmond’s ceil 
| was unlocked, fortunately for him, by a 
warder shortly after the alarm sounded. 

* We rushed over in the direction of the 
fire,” he said, ‘‘ and were met by prisoners 
rushing round, holding their heads, and 
by others, rolling on the ground. But 
that was mild compared with what met 
our view as we entered the cell block, 
where the prisoners were trapped. When 
I first entered the smoke was very dense, 
and we did not realise the danger. We 
only heard frantic cries for help. By that 
time other prisoners whe -had been 
released were joining in the reseue work, 
but as the smoke became dense we could 
hardly make any headway, 

“I remember grabbing a pick and 
starting to break the locks of the cell 
doors, behind which the trapped men were 
screaming -and cursing. As the flames 
began to sweep down the air shaft the poor 
fellows started to drop one by one, over- 
come by the mtense heat. They seemed to 
fall like poisoned flies. We succeeded in 
releasing some of them, but by this time 
the flames and heat had got in their worst 
licks, and when the wooden roof supports 
began to fall we had to make a break for 
safety. It was terrible.’’

That point of view, so strong with the 
Christians of the early ages, remained the 
essential difference between secular art and 
Christian art. 

In church art one of the troubles was the 
want of unity of idea. Nine-tenths of the 
material in Irish church buildings was not 
only not native, but had no common bond 
A few years ago one church was built as a 
mere imitation of another, and was furnished 
with the most incongruous materials— 
windows from Bavaria, carvings from Bel 
gium, coloured statuary from France, and

LIFE IN A BUILDING. 

said that the nineteenth century was not 
noted for good architecture anywhere. Under 
the stress of a national movement we sought 
inspiration in our ancient buildings. Un 
fortunately, the impulse was often not 
Only nationalistic, but antiquarian. Only 
seldom was it truly artistic. A truly artistic 
impulse would have discovered themes in our 
old buildings and would have developed 
them. We were chilled by the letter and 
not thrilled by the spirit. 
Instead of antiquarian knowledge we 
buildings, seeking the stream of life, and 
not mere correctness. By life in a building 
we really mean correspondence between the 
various parts. If certain features in the 


our minds by certain other features, the 
whole building is dead If we discover life 
in a building we care little whether it is 
built in brick or stone or concrete. 
By working in accordance with the limita 
tions of the medium, modern architects have 
built very beautiful buildings in concrete. 
Those modern buildings are more classic than 
St. Paul's, and one seemed to find in them 
more fitting surroundings for our religious 
ceremonies, for Gregorian music, for pro- 
cessions and ritual, than such sumptuous 
surroundings as deprive these of native 
artistic value, either by too violent a con 
trast or too strident a composition. It may 
be that those. new and unornamented build- 
ings appeal to our severe Irish nature, with 
its tendency to inhibition, in a very special 
manner, if only we review them and our- 
selves.

The Paris journals devote a great deal of space 
fo the France v. Wales match, which Wales won 
yesterday by 11 points to nil. All the newspapers 
express the keenest disappointment at the French 
defeat -a disappointment which finds a safety-valve 
in free criticism of Mr. Hellewell, the referee, 

The Journal is particularly frank in this respect, 
and states quite bluntly that the referee was in- 
competent. “Jf he was not incompefent,” con. 
cludes the Journal, “we should be obliged to 
accuse him of prejudice in favour of the Welsh- 
men.” According to this paper, the referee allowed 
irregular scrummages to be formed from the start. 
“He never attempted to prevent rough play, and 
allowed an important international match to 
deteriorate into a fight.” 

The Auto also makes very similar comments upon 
Mr. Hellewell’s conduct of the match. 

Every Paris newspaper, however, is foreed to 
admit that, although neither of the teams was 
good, the Welshmen were infinitely superior, both 
in physical fitness and in actual ability on the 
field, to the French side. 

Le Matin says that the French team was not 
brilliant. and, although the Welsh side was little 
better, they were at least able to score, 

The Figaro thinks the methods of the Welsh 
defence were distinctly violent, but gives credit to 
the Welsh side for excellent team work genefally 
and superior knowledge of the finer points of the 
game.

men were not willing to teach children of 
seven or eight years, and when they under- 
took such tasks they found the difficulties 
so great that they were anxious to find 
another class.

nes, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 

iveep the young birds growing without a 
‘set-back ' 1s good advice, but it is 
sometimes difficult to carry out. When 
chickens are allowed free range and the 
weather is fine, it is comparatively easy, 
but we know how “‘tricky”’ the weather 
is at this time of the year. Then the 
numbers are increasing every day, and it 
is often difficult to avoid overcrowding, 
which 1s one of the worst evils during 
the rearing period. It is pleasant to see 
the gambols: of healthy chickens chasing 
about after insécts and flying moths, but 
do not imagine that when they are “un- 
ning about with so much apparent vigour 
they can take care of themselves for the 
future, 
on them so that they do not receive a 
check of any sort from which they may 

never fully recover.
